Newh submitted claims 105-130 filed 6/1/2010 are directed to an invention that is independent and/or distinct from the elected 
invention of Group I. See the restriction requirement filed 5/1/2006. Present claims 105-1 18 are directed to Group II, and claims 
1 19-130 are directed to Group III. 

"The general policy of the Office is not to permit the applicant to shift to claiming another invention after an election is once made 
and action given on the elected subject matter. Note that the applicant cannot, as a matter of right, file a request for continued 
examination (RC1 i) to obtain continued examination on the basis of claims that are independent and distinct from the claims 
previously claimed and examined (i.e., applicant cannot switch inventions by way of an RCE as a matter of right." See MPEP 819. 

The amendment filed on 6/1/2010 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non- 
elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because the 
claims are patentably distinct from the previously submitted claims for the reasons stated in the restriction requirement.
